900,000 people in Europe are in dang- 
er of starvation in the next few 
months, according to Sir George Par-

clety today. He declared that al- 
though the world had not fully realiz- 
ed the situation, business men and 
bankers had done so, and were com-|

The State Government of North 
Dakota took over the lifrnite coal 
mines from the owners. The own- 
ers obtained an order from a court 
requiring the Government to re- 
turn the property. The miners 
went on strike beeanse the judge 


issued the order. The Govern- 
ment appealed to the Supreme 
Court, which has sustained the 
order. 


For what reason, or upon what 
terms, the Government seized the 
mines, the despatehes have not 
stated. From the action of the 
courts the attempt evidently was 
to dispossess the owners without 
the formality. of paying them, on 
the Bolshevik principle that no- 


body has a right to anything that} 


some one else wants. 


A substantial inerease in 
salaries of Yale professors is the 
latest incident in the continent- 
wide movement toward better pay 
for those engaged in the teaching 
profession. Yale is a long way 
from Edmonton, and the univer- 
sity is academically as far removed 


from the public school; but clear, 


across the continent, and from the 
kindergarten up, the teaching pro- 
fession is coming into its own in 
she matter of salaries. 

A more deserved change, or one 
more hopeful, is not to be found 
in the whole range of wage-read- 
justment that is so prominent a 
development of the time. Tf it is 
true that an education is the least 
gift a parent can make to his child, 
and that an informed citizenship 
is the bulwark of the state, it is 
surely due that those who instruct 
the young should be paid in pro- 
portion to the value of their ser 
vices, and in the interests of the 
future welfare that teachers’ sala- 
ries should be large enough to in- 
duce men and women to make 
teaching their life work. 


Rather Early To Boast. 

It is the privilege of a man to 
think all men insineere but him- 
self, if he does not mind doing in- 
justice. Premier Drury of On- 
tario has been exercising that 
privilege, at the price, by contrast- 
ing what he terms the insincerities 
of party government with the 
good intentions of himself and his 
colleagues.

and those acts that give the contract 
the force of statute so that a third 
party can enforce its provisions 
apart from the parties to the agree- 
ment. th®mselves The cases relied 
upon by Mr. Howatt are, in the main, 
cases which involve the interpreta- 
tion of provisions embodied in a pri- 
vate act of parliament, and the ques- 
tions decided were generally whether 
the provisions should be construed 
simply as contracts or as statutory 
enactments, It appears to the board, 
however, that in cases such as these, 
it is necessary to consider the word- 
ing of the validating act, and to sea 
whether the legislature has expressed 
its intention as to how the agreement 
should be regarded. 

The agreement in question derives 
whatever statutory validity it may 
possess from Section 2 of Ch. 29, 
Statutes of Alberta 1916. That sec- 
tion sets out that the agreement in 
question and the by-law authorizing 
the execution of the agreement “are 
hereby declared to tbe in full force 
virtue and effect and to he legal, valid 
and ‘binding upon the corporation of 
the said cqaity, notwithstanding any 
informalivies, irregularities or defect3 


therein either jn substance or form, 
or any informalt irregularities or 
defects in the passing thereof, and 
notwithstanding that the said corpo- 


ration may not have had the ipower to 
pass the said by-law or to enter into 
the said agreement, or to grant the 
said rights, powers, liberties and 
privileges, exclusive and otherwise, or 
any of them.” 

It is to be noted that the agreement 
is not declared to be binding on the 
company but upon the city, while the 
reasons for validating the agreement 
seem to be fairly well stated in the 
latter part of the section, 

Whatever, however, may be argued 
one way or the other as to the effect 
of this section, the board believes that 
any question as to its jurisdiction is 
disposed of ‘by Section 43 of the same 
act. This-clause provides that “Noth- 
ing in this act shall be taken to im- 
pair, abridge, take away or effect in 
any way the jurisdiction and powers 
of the Board of Public Utility Com- 
missioners under the Public Utilities 
act, Ch. 6 of the Statutes of Alberta 
1915, and amendments thereof.” 

It was argued that clause 5 of the 
agreement was a specific clause which 
should take precedence over section 
43, which was a & ra} clause, and 
that clause as a latter sec- 
tion of the act, would over-ride any 
{ncons'stent prior section occurrir in 
the act. It has ‘been held, however, 
that in the interpretation of statutes 
where a passage in a schedule append- 
ed to a statute is repugnant to one jn 
the body of the statute, the lattér 
should prevail. 2e R. vs, Baines 12, 
A. & EK, page ; Allen vs. Russell, 
13 Q.B., page » and Dean vs. Green, 
13 'P.D., page 79). It must be remem- 
bered, moreover, that the agreement 
itself, and consequently clause 5 be- 
fore mentioned, derives whatever 
statutory effect it may have by virtue 
of section 2 of the act, and the board 
{is of the opinion that section 43 ex- 
pressly includes section 2 from giving 
any effect to a clause of the agree- 
ment that would deprive the board of 
its jurisdiction. Further, the Public 
Utilities act {s a public or general act 
while Ch, 29, referred to. is a private 
act and It has been said that “a court 
ought never to presmue an intention 
to modify or repeal a public act by a 
private one.’ Malins, V.C. in Perr- 
{Inge vs. Tria} (1874), L.R. 18 Eq, pp 
88 and 91. It apmears that it is not 
ecessary to invoke the ald of any of 
these rules of interpretation where 
the legislature in so many words has 
indicated its clear intention to \pre-
